November  8 — George  Bush  and  Dan  Quayle  are  elected  as  President  and  Vice- 
Presidetit  of  the  United  States,  respectively. 

November  9 — Citizens  of  the  Baltic  Republic  of  Estonia  challenge  Soviet  domina- 
tion. 

December  l — The  Supreme  Soviet  approves  changes  aimed  at  political  reform  iti 
the  U.S.S.R’s  power  structure. 

December  7 — An  earthquake  hits  Armenia,  killing  25,000  and  leaving  500,0(J(J 
homeless. 

December  21  — A terrorist  bomb  destroys  Pan  Am  Flight  103  over  Lockerbie,  Scot- 
land. 


1989 

January  7 — After  a reign  of  62  years.  Emperor  Hirohito  of  Japan  dies. 

January  17 — A crazed  gunman  armed  with  an  AK-47  assault  rifle  kills  five  children  in 
a Stockton,  California  schoolyard. 

February  5 — The  Soviets  complete  their  withdrawl  from  Afghanistan. 

February  15  — Aides  of  the  Ayatollah  Khomeni  offer  $l  million  for  fhe  death  of  Sal- 
man Rushdie,  author  of  The  Satanic  Verses.  Rushdie’s  book  had 
been  condemned  by  Moslems  as  being  insulting  to  Allah. 

February  16  — Major  antiapartheid  groups  publicly  disown  Winnie  Mandela,  saying 
that  she  abused  the  trust  of  the  black  community  when  four  black 
youths  suspected  of  being  police  informers  are  severely  beaten  (l  of 
whom  dies  of  his  injuries)  by  the  “United  Mandela  Football  Club”, 
Mandela’s  bodyguards. 

March  14  — President  Bush  bars  the  import  of  assault  rifles. 

March  24  — The  Exxon  oil  tanker  Valdez  strikes  a reef  off  coasf  of  Prince  William 
Sound  iri  Alaska.  At  least  240,(XX)  barrels  of  oil  spill  into  the  ocean. 

April  19  — An  explosion  in  a gun  turret  of  the  U.S.S.  Iowa  kills  47  sailors. 

April  26  — As  the  scandal  broadens.  An  internal  audit  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  reveals  questionable  financial  dealings. 

May  2 — Delegates  from  80  nations  meet  in  Helsinki  to  support  a ban  on  chemicals 
that  destroy  the  ozone  layer. 

May  4 — The  space  shuttle  Atlantis  deploys  the  Magellan  spacecraft  which,  15 
months  and  8(X)  million  miles  later,  will  reach  the  planet  Venus. 

May  25  — Gorbachev  is  named  president  of  the  U.S.S. R.  in  popular  elections. 

June  3 — The  Ayatollah  Khomeni  dies.  Before  he  is  buried  on  June  6,  several  hun- 
dred fanatical  followers  “rush”  his  casket  and  accidentally  flip  his  body  into 
the  street. 


June  3-4  — Chinese  government  forces  crush  pro-democracy  student  protests  in 
effect  since  April  in  Tianamen  Square,  Beijing.  To  this  day.  the  rulers  of 
China  deny  that  the  massacre  ever  occurred. 

June  21  — The  Supreme  Court  rules  that  it  is  not  unconstitutional  to  burn  the  U.S. 
flag. 

July  3 — The  Supreme  Court  rules  5-4  to  put  new  restraints  on  a woman's  right  to 
have  an  abortion,  enabling  states  to  pass  more  restrictive  laws. 

July  6 — Lt.  Col.  Oliver  North  receives  a 3 year  prison  sentence  (suspended),  2 years 
of  probation.  1200  hours  of  community  service  and  a $150,000  fine  for  his 
role  in  the  Iran-Contra  affair. 

July  19  — A DC-IO  flying  from  Denver  to  Chicago  crashes  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  killing 
111  people. 

August  14  — P.W.  Botha  resigns  from  his  position  as  president  of  South  Africa. 
August  24  — Pete  Rose  is  banned  from  baseball  for  life,  after  he  is  found  to  have 
gambled  on  baseball  games,  including  those  in  which  his  own  team 
played. 

October  5 — Disgraced  televangelist  Jim  Bakker  (remember  his  hideous  wife, 
Tammy  Fae?)  is  convicted  of  fraud  and  conspiracy  and  is  sentenced 
to  40  years  in  jail.  His  lawv'ers  later  appealed  the  decision  and  his 
sentence  was  reduced. 

October  17  — A severe  earthquake  hits  northern  California  along  the  San  Andreas 
Fault.  60  are  killed  and  several  thousand  are  injured.  The  damage  is 
later  estimated  at  $5.6  billion. 

October  18  — Hungary  declares  itself  a free  republic. 

November  9 — East  Germany  opens  the  Berlin  Wall.  By  November  15.  East  Ger- 
many has  issued  7.7  million  travel  visas. 

November  lO  — Todor  Zhikov,  ruler  of  Bulgaria  since  1971,  resigns  from  his  post. 
November  17  — The  entire  Presidium  (Politburo)  of  Czechslovakia  resigns. 
December  20  — The  United  States  invades  Panama  to  apprehend  ruler  Manuel  Nor- 
iega. 

December  25  — Romanian  ruler  Nicolae  Ceasescu  and  his  wife  Elena  are  executed 
on  charges  of  genocide,  abuse  of  power,  and  theft. 

December  26  — Gorbachev  calls  the  growing  feeling  of  independence  in  Lithuania 
“illegitimate"  and  rules  out  the  possibility  of  secession  for  the  15 
Baltic  republics. 

December  29  — Former  dissident  playwright  Vaclav'  Havel  is  elected  the  new 
leader  of  Czechslovakia. 

1990 

January  4 — Noriega  is  arraigned  in  Florida.  A plea  of  not  guilty  is  entered. 
January  il  — Martial  law  ends  in  Beijing. 


January  18  — Washington,  D C.  mayor  Marion  Barry'  is  arrested  on  a drug  charge 
after  he  is  \ ideo-taped  smoking  cocaine  with  a prostitute  in  a hotel 
room. 

February'  2 — Nelson  Mandela  is  freed  from  prison  in  South  Africa. 

February'  25  — The  Sandinistas  lose  power  in  Nicaragua,  Daniel  Ortega  is  voted  out 
of  office  and  replaced  by  Violeta  Barros  de  Chamorro. 

March  2-28  — Unrest  among  black  South  Africans  leads  to  clashes  with  government 
forces.  20  are  killed  and  hundreds  are  wounded. 

March  1 1 — Lithuania  declares  its  independence. 

March  13  — The  Communist  power  monopoly  in  the  U.S.S.R.  is  ended  when  Article 
6 of  the  nation’s  constitution  is  repealed. 

March  18  — An  estimated  $lO(j  million  in  art  is  stolen  from  the  Isabella  Stuart  Gardner 
museum  in  Boston. 

April  7 — Dennis  Barrie,  curator  of  the  Contemporary  Arts  Center  in  Cincinatti,  is 
indicted  by  a grand  jury  on  obscenity  charges  when  his  museum  exhibits 
the  controversial  photos  of  Robert  Mapplethorpe.  The  next  day.  Judge 
Carl  Rubin  forbids  law  enforcement  officials  from  closing  the  exhibit. 
April  22  — The  largest  grass-roots  celebration  in  history  occurs  when  2(X)  million 
treehuggers  across  the  world  celebrate  "Barth  Day”. 

April  25  — The  $1.5  billion  Hubble  telescope  is  deployed  by  the  space  shuttle  Dis- 
covery. 

May  25  — The  United  Nations  issues  a report  on  global  warming,  estimating  that  the 
global  temperature  will  increase  by  2 degrees  (Fahrenheit)  within  the  next 
35  years,  arid  will  increase  6 degrees  by  the  end  of  the  next  century. 
June  4 — A woman  with  Alzheimer’s  disease  uses  Dr.  Jack  Kevorkian’s  “suicide 
machine”,  triggering  a medical  and  ethical  debate. 

June  21  — An  earthquake  which  registers  7.7  on  the  Richter  scale  kills  40,0(X)  in  Iran. 
June  23  — Nelson  Mandela  visits  Boston. 

June  27  — A flaw  in  the  mirrors  of  the  Hubble  telescope  is  discovered. 

August  2 — Iraqi  forces  invade  Kuwait. 

August  7 — U.S.  defensive  forces  arrive  in  Saudi  Arabia. 

August  8 — British  Military  units  Join  their  U.S.  counterparts  in  Saudi  Arabia. 
September  26  — The  film  rating  NC-17  (no  children  under  the  age  of  17  admitted)  is 
created. 

October  2-3  — (midnight)  — Germany  is  reunified. 

October  29  — The  U.N.  Security  Council  states  “further  measures”  may  be  used  in 
the  Iraq  invasion  controversy. 

November  29  — The  U.N.  Security  Council  officially  authorizes  the  use  of  force 
against  Iraq  if  it  does  not  withdraw'  its  militaiy'  forces  by  Januaiy' 
15,  1991. 
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1991 

January  13  — Soviet  troops  fire  on  Baltic  secessionists,  killing  15  and  wounding  140. 
JanuatA'  16  — In  the  early  evening  (EST),  the  Allied  forces  begin  to  bomb  Iraq, 
January  23  — Oil  flows  into  the  Persian  Gulf  as  Iraq  begins  its  campaign  of 
“environmental  terrorism". 

Februarv'  23  — Allied  ground  forces  move  into  Iraq. 

February  27  — Kuwait  City  is  taken  by  the  Allies.  The  government  of  Iracj  informs  the 
U.N.  that  its  annexation  of  Kuwait  is  annulled. 

Februar\'  28  — Iraq  announces  a cease-fire.  In  the  conflict,  1(X),0(XJ  Iraqis  were  killed 
while  224  (148  of  them  American)  Allied  troops  died. 

March  3 — In  a shocking  example  of  racist  brutality,  black  motorist  Rodney  King  is 
severely  beaten  by  Los  Angeles  police  officers  who  were  unaware  that 
the  entire  incident  was  being  recorded  on  video-tape.  King  suffered  a 
broken  leg,  a fractured  skull,  an  injured  eye,  and  other  injuries. 

March  30  — Will  and  Ted’s  Bogus  Journey  begins  when  William  Kennedy  Smith 
goes  bar-hopping  with  his  Uncle  Teddy,  brings  Patty  Bow'man  back  to 
the  Kennedy  Palm  Beach  compound  and  allegedly  rapes  her. 

May  21  — Indian  Prime  Minister  Rtijiv  Gandhi  is  killed  by  a terrorist  bomb. 

June  12  — Boris  Yeltsin  is  elected  the  president  of  Russia. 

July  1 — President  Bush  nominates  Clarence  Thomas  for  the  Supreme  Court. 

July  22  — Jeffrey  Dahmer  brings  a whole  new  meaning  to  the  old  cliche  “you  are 
what  you  eat”  when  police  find  body  parts  (some  being  prepared  for 
cooking)  in  his  apartment. 

July  26  — Kiddie  T'V  star  Pee-Wee  Herman  (Paul  Reubens)  apparently  didn't  realize 
he  wasn’t  safe  in  his  Playhouse  when  he  is  arrested  in  a pornographic 
movie  theater  in  Sarasota,  Florida  on  charges  of  indecent  exposure. 
August  18  — Gorbachev  and  his  family,  vacationing  in  the  Crimea  are  “detained”. 
August  19  — The  Soviet  news  agency  Tass  announces  that  G(jrbache\'  is  “ill”  and 
Vice-President  Gennadi  Yannayev  and  7 other  officials  have  assumed 
leadership. 

Boris  Yeltsin  begins  to  organize  opposition  to  the  coup. 

August  20  — Foreign  Ministers  for  the  European  Community  freeze  more  than  $l 
billion  in  credits  for  the  U.S.S.R. 

August  21  — The  Soviet  coup  collapses. 

August  22  — Gorbachev  returns  to  Moscow. 

August  24  — The  74  year  reign  of  the  Communist  party  in  the  U.S.S.R.  ends  when 
Gorbachev  resigns  as  General  Secretar\'  and  the  part\’  is  disbanded. 
September  6 — All  charges  filed  against  Oliver  North  are  droj^[)ed. 

September  16  — Manuel  Noriega’s  trial  begins. 

October  6 — Anita  Hill’s  charges  that  Clarence  Thomas  sexally  harassed  her  when 
she  worked  with  him  between  1981-3  are  made  |)ublic.  Needless  to 
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say,  a media  circus  soon  follows. 

October  11-13  — Hill  and  Thomas  appear  on  the  televised  Senate  confirmation  hear- 
ings. Americans  sit  glued  to  their  TV  sets  as  Hill  recounts  Thomas’ 
\’ivid  descriptions  of  his  favorite  pornography  and  his  amazing 
prowess,  while  Thomas  looked  as  if  he  would  explode  from  anger. 

October  15  — Thomas  is  confirmed  as  a Supreme  Court  Justice  in  the  closest  vote 
(52-48)  in  U.S.  history. 

October  30  — The  Mideast  Peace  Talks  begin  in  Madrid. 

October  31  — William  Kennedy  Smith’s  rape  trial  begins. 

November  7 — Earv'in  “Magic”  Johnson  of  the  L.A.  L^tkers  announces  that  he  has 
contracted  the  HIV  virus  and  will  henceforth  work  as  a spokesman 
for  AIDS  awareness. 

December  1 1 — Smith  is  found  not  guilty  of  rape. 

December  25  — The  U.S.S.R.  officially  disbands  and  is  replaced  by  a Com- 
monwealth of  Independent  States,  made  up  of  1 1 of  the  12  former 
republics. 

1992 

February'  10  — Boxer  Mike  Tyson  is  found  guilty  of  rape. 

February'  15  — A Wisconsin  jury'  finds  that  Jeffrey  Dahmer  was  sane  when  he  com- 
mitted his  murders.  Two  days  later,  Dahmer  is  given  15  consecutive 
life  sentences:  he  will  have  to  spend  936  years  in  Jail  before  he  is 
eligible  for  parole. 

February  18  — The  New  Hampshire  Primary  occurs:  Paul  Tsongas  wins  for  the 
Democrats,  while  George  Bush  wins  for  the  Republicans. 

February'  27  — Pushirig  my  deadline  to  the  fullest,  1 finally  get  this  thing  finished.
